reſt; therefore inanother place he faith, He that putteth 
his band to the Plow and lookethbacke to the things of 
this world is not fit for the kingdome of God, that is 
. the preaching of the Goſpell, as it-:1s uſually called. 
To be thus withdrawne by intangling themſelves with 
the affaires of this life by the neceſſity and duty of an Of 
fice received from imen,fromthe diſcharge of that Office 
which Gad hath called them unto, brings a woe upon 
them; Woe unto me, faith the Apoſtle,if I preach not the 


Goſpel,what doth he meane?IfI preachnot once a quar-. 


| ter,ox once a yeare inthe Kings Chappell?No, he himlſelfe 
interpretethit;-Preach the Word,be inſtant, in ſraſon.and 
out of ſeaſon, rebuke,exhort,ox infiruRt,with all long (i ff:- 
ring and doctrine: he that bath an office,muſt attend upon 
his office, eſpecially this of the miniſtery.The praftice of 
the Apoſtles isanſwerable to the direRion, and doctrine 
of our Saviour. There never was, nor will.be, mey-of ſo 
grcat abilitics and gifts as they were induced withall, yer 
they thought ito inconſiſtent with their Callings to take 
places of Iudicature in civil] matters and ſecular 2ffaircs 
and imployments upon them, that they, would not admit 
of the care and diſtraction that a bvfneſle farre mare a- 
greeable to their Callings, then theſe, would caſt upon 
them,and they give thereaſon of it,in the fixth of the AF, 
It is rot reaſon that we ſhou)d leave the word of God and 
ſerve Tables. And againe, wh-n they had appointed them 
to chooſe men fit for that tuſineflz, rhey inititute an office 
rather for taking care of the poore, then they by it 
would be dilira&ted frem the principalF worke of their 
Calling, and then ſhew . how they cught to 1mploy 
themſciucs ; But we ( {id they ) will give our ſelves 
continuaily to prayer, and to the miniliry of the Ward ; 
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worke' of the minifiery'preſſzth this argument from the 
example of a good fouldier, no man that warteth in- 
tangleth himſelfe with the affaircs of the world : So 
that I conclade, That which by the commandement of 
our Saviour, by the'practiceand dodrine of the Apo- 
ſtles, and I may adde by the Canons of ancient Coun- 
cels, grounded thereupon , 1s protubited to. the Mint- 
| ſtersof the Goſpell,” and ſhewedto be ſuch a diſtraction
